gest dietrlct in the State started on 
the first train last night. 
However, the find ha* been known 


among a few for the past few days 
and considerable ground has already 
been located. 
Today the big rush la 


expected to *tart and one of the big- 
•est mining excitement* In the history 
of thi* portion of the State ia lotoked 
for.Three assays of the ore were taken 
by Mr. Fraxer. 
The official return*

TRAFFIC 


A daring theft was committed yes- 


terday morning at the Brewery sa- 
loon and boarding house which Is sit- 
uated Just east of the brewery on 
Fourth street. 
The robber undoubtedly was well 


acquainted with the place as 1? evi- 
denced by the success of the theft. 


The place la run by Barney Toelge 


and Fred Smith and while Smith was 
busy in the dining room connected 
with the place it Is presumed the rob- 
ber took this chance to get away with 
the booty. 
The losses are many and valuable. 


The principal loser is George Zorn. an 
employe of the brewery, who says $195 
in gold money was taken from his 
room, together with two watches and 
a ring set with diamonds. The other 
loser Is Walter Umbrlcht. also an em- 
ploye of the brewery, who lost a flne 
«x>ld Waltham watch valued at $66. 
The watches lost by Zorn were gold 
and silver. 
The gold one was a very 


line watch and valued at $90. 
The silver one was worth about $10 


and the ring, he says. Is a very val- 
uable one. 
Zorn haa been working at 


the brewery for fifteen months and haa 
been at the boarding house nearly all 
of this time and at no time has he 
ever had occasion to be careful of 
his possessions. 


A man suspected of the theft is a 


person who gave his name as James 
Harrington. 
He came to the brewery 


a few weeks ago and secured a situ- 
ation helping put up some new tankJ. 
He was laid off three or four days ago 
but still stayed around the boarding 
house. 
He said he was from San 


Francisco and belonged to the Qaa 
Fitters' union. Yesterday morning he 
was seen around the brewery shortly 
after 7 oVlock. which is the time the 
men begin to work and later went 
back to the boarding house and Just 
before 8 o'clock a man working in the 
cooper department saw him going to- 
wards the city. 
The theft of the valuables was not 


dlscoverd until the men came to the 
boarding house at noontime. 
They 


went to their rooms to wash for din- 
ner, and noticing that things 
were 


somewhat 
disarranged. 
Immediate- 


ly Investigated and found that they 
had been robbed. 


The party suspected of the theft is 


a slim faced fellow about five feet 
ten Inches tall, weighing 160 pounds 
*He has dark brown hair and blue eyes 
and when last seen was wearing a 
dark suit. 
He was neat and clean 


shaven and was apparently about 25 
years old. He has also two upper 
teeth which stand out prominently. 


The police are at work on the case, 


but have no clew as yet as to the 
man's whereabouts^
